Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Dorchester  for  the 
year  1962.  It  is  vrritten  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  very  low  during  the  year, 
only  two  cases  of  Measles  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  being  notified.  Of 
the  seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  only  three  were  confirmed  as  such. 

The  three  cases  of  Acute  Encephalitis  had  all  been  admitted  to  the 
local  hospital  from  outside  the  area;  one  was  a complication  of  a case 
of  Chicken  Pox,  and  the  other  two  were  doubtful  cases. 

An  unusual  feature  during  the  year  was  the  reporting  of  a suspected 
case  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Smallpox.  The  first  was  a teenage  boy  who 
developed  a throat  condition,  which,  in  the  old  days,  commonly  followed 
an  attack  of  diphtheria,  he  was  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital,  but 
all  swabs  were  negative  (it  was  eventually  considered  not  to  be  a case). 
He  had  been  immunised  as  a child,  but  had  not  accepted  the  offer  of  a 
booster  before  he  left  school.  All  contacts  were  swabbed  and  kept  under 
surveillance  - all  proved  to  be  negative. 

In  the  case  of  Smallpox,  the  Consultant  on  this  disease  was  called 
in  and  after  examination  the  case  was  considered  not  to  be  one  of  Small- 
pox, This  was  confirmed  by  special  tests  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory, 

Four  contacts  of  Smallpox  were  notified  to  me  who  had  been  passen- 
gers on  a ship  from  Australia  where  a case  had  occurred  on  board. 
Fortunately,  all  had  been  vaccinated  recently,  but  nevertheless,  they 
were  kept  under  daily  surveillance  for  the  recommended  number  of  days. 
None  developed  the  disease. 

This  series  of  cases  show  the  necessity  of  constant  vigil  and  quick 
action,  if  necessary,  to  protect  against  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Polio  vaccination  continued  throughout  the  year,  the  Oral  vaccine 
being  made  available  in  May  and  most  people  opt  for  this  method  and 
vaccination  by  injection  is  now  becoming  uncommon. 
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Topical  reports  were  made  on  Smoking,  Chronic  Bronchitis  and 
Fluoridation  of  water  supplies,  and  discussions  on  smoking  with  school 
leavers  were  held  at  various  schools. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  has  functioned  quite  well  except  for 
teething  troubles  with  the  sludge  digester,  but  tnis  is  gradually  being 
overcome,  and  the  last  sample  of  effluent  was  satisfactory. 

A survey  of  trade  wastes  entering  the  Public  Sewers  was  commenced 
during  the  year  and  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  were  engaged  to 
help  in  this  specialised  field  and  a full  report  is  to  be  made  in  the 
year  I963. 

Sampling  of  the  river  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  the 
results  show  that  bathing  in  the  river  should  still  be  discouraged. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector  for  meat  inspection 
only,  had  helped  considerably  and  although  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered,  practically  100%  of  inspections 
have  been  carried  out. 

An  investigation  into  the  source  of  salmonella  - the  principle 
organisms  which  cause  food  poisoning  - is  being  carried  out  by  Dr.  G. 

H.  Tee,  the  Head  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Dorchester,  iill 
the  Public  Health  Departments  in  the  County  are  assisting  him  in  pro- 
viding samples  of  meat  and  meat  products  and  sewer  swabs  from  slaughter- 
house drainage  systems  for  this  purpose.  He  states  that  the  investi- 
gation is  yielding  interesting  and  useful  information. 

A Report  was  submitted  on  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  in  the  Borough  for  the  last  twelve  years,  and  its  relation  to 
the  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  shown  and  the  effects  of 
modern  drugs  in  enabling  patients  to  live  longer.  Dorchester  compared 
favourably  with  the  rest  of  the  County. 

It  was  reported  to  me  that  two  children  might  be  suffering  from  a 
mild  degree  of  lead  poisoning,  as  blood  samples  had  shown  traces  of  lead. 

The  house  and  surrounding  land  were  thoroughly  investigated  and 
further  information  revealed  that  three  out  of  four  of  the  family  showed 
a trace  of  lead  in  their  blood.  Numerous  possible  sources  such  as 
^azed  containers,  electric  connections  to  lead  pipes,  and  the  water 
supply  (although  it  is  hard  water)  were  checked,  but  all  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory!  but  it  was  discovered  that  numerous  disused  electrical 
batteries  had  been  discarded  about  twenty  years  ago  and  buried  in  the 
garden. 

Samples  of  soil  and  vegetables  were  taken  from  the  garden  where 
the  batteries  were  thought  to  be  buried,  all  proved  to  be  negative, 
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However,  more  samples  taken  further  afield  showed  traces  of  lead  in  the 
soil  and  vegetables.  Later  still  the  area  around  was  checked  with  a 
transistor  and  Geiger  counter,  but  revealed  nothing. 

Although  the  children  were  very  young  it  is  still  possible  that 
the  source  of  the  lead  was  sieved  vegetables. 

A new  vegetable  garden  is  now  used  and  no  lead  has  been  found  on 
this  site. 

Owing  to  alterations  in  the  old  clinic,  ^Jhich  has  now  been  entirely 
adapted  for  laboratory  purposes,  the  office  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  transferred  to  the  new  Health  Centre,  otherwise  the  address 
and  telephone  number  are  unaltered. 

I again  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Members  nf  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  also 
to  Mr.  Allard  and  the  rest  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  finally  to  the  other  departments  for  their  ready 
help.

Of  the  27  applications,  22  were  granted,  2 were  refused,  1 was 
withdrawn  and  2 were  not  preceded  with. 

In  1955  the  Council  approved  a five-year  scheme  for  dealing  with 
228  unfit  houses  (submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government)  and  most  of  them  have  been  dealt  with  either  by  Clearance 
of  areas  or  as  individual  unfit  houses,  but  66  are  still  occupied.  All 
properties  except  about  21  have  been  visited  by  the  Clearance  and  Re- 
Development  Committee  and  a decision  made  as  to  how  they  are  to  be 
dealt  with,  but  this  is  dependent  on  the  building  of  more  houses  so 
that  the  tenants  can  be  offered  alternative  accommodation.  It  is  poss- 
ible that  the  42  flats  to  be  completed  in  1963  will,  by  a process  of 
re-shuffling,  deal  with  some  of  these,  but  the  building  of  more  houses 
is  urgently  necessary  to  re-house  people  from  these  unfit  and  unhealthy 
properties,  especially  as  we  have  a further  batch  of  55  houses  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  for  consideration  under  the  Second  Five-Year 
Plan  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  in  Circular  2/60  I960.  A 
Report  was  made  to  the  Committee  stating  the  minimum  number  of  units 
required  in  1,  2,  3 and  4“bedroomed  houses. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  - SECTION  42 


No  cases  were  reported  under  this  ket  during  the  year.  The  pro- 
vision of  Horae  Helps  has  greatly  assisted  in  improving  the  lot  of  Old 
Persons  and  the  necessity  for  their  removal  to  Homes  or  Hospital  has 
been  decreased:  furthermore  the  provision  of  houses  designed  for  old 
people  should  reduce  the  need  for  more  residential  accommodation.

Annual  Report  for  1962. 

I present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report 
on  our  work  for  the  year  1962, 

The  employment  by  the  Council  of  a whole-time  meat 
inspector  enables  me  to  report  100  per  cent  meat  inspection  for 
the  first  year  since  1958.  Two  advantages  accrue  from  the  Council's 
decision  to  make  this  appointment:  first,  your  public  health 
inspectors  have  been  able  to  give  attention  to  other  matters,  such 
as  housing  and  the  inspection  of  food  premises,  which  were 
necessarily  neglected  v/hen  so  much  time  had  to  be  spent  on  meat 
inspection;  secondly,  noW\that  in  19^3  the  duty  of  meat  inspection  ■ 
is  to  be  compulsory  upon  local  authorities,  the  Council  is  in  a 
better  position  than  many  authorities  to  put  the  new  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations  in  force  at  an  early  date. 

The  report  refers  to  the  progress  made  in  dealing  with 
unfit  houses  and  it  will  be  necessary  soon  to  give  consideration 
to  a further  programme  of  clearance  and  demolition.  Such  a 
programme  :?s  likely  to  be  limited  to  fifty  or  sixty  houses,  most  of 
which  will  be  dealt  with  individually,  and  some  of  which  might  be 
suitable  for  reconditioning  if  the  ovmers  will  acce]pt  the  cost  of 
the  work  as  economic. 


Consideration  v/as  given  to  the  eniployment  and  training 
of  a pupil  public  health  inspector  who  would  have  attended  a block- 
release  course  at  the  Bristol  Technical  College,  Finally  it  was 
decided  not  to  pursue  the  matter.  It  seems  that  the  training  of 
public  health  inspectors  must  in  practice  be  limited  to  those 
authorities  near  the  colleges  where  the  courses  arc  held.

Action  with  regord  to  clearcjice  areas  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Clearojice  and  Redevelopment  Committee,  No  cleoxance  areas 
were  declared  during  the  year. 

The  progress  made  on  the  four  clearance  orders  made  in 
1961  was  as  follows 

The  Borough  of  Dorchester  (Mill  Street,  Scheme  No, 5) 

Clearance  Order,  1961,  The  nineteen  properties  included  in  this 
Order  were  demolished  during  the  year  after  the  tenants  of  six 
houses  were  rehoused,  five  by  the  Council,  The  remaining  thirteen 
houses  were  vacant  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Redevelopment  of  the  area  by  priva.te 
enterprise  and  by  a housing  association  was  Cepproved  and  commenced 
during  the  year. 

The  Borough  of  Dorchester  (Hollowr^y  Road,  Scheme  No.l) 

Clearance  Order,  1961,  The  four  properties  in  this  area  had  been 
vacart  for  some  time  and  Y^ere  demolished. 

The  Borough  of  Dorchester  (Holloway  Road,  Scheme  No ,2) 

Clearance  Order,  19^1,  One  of  the  four  properties  included  in  this 
Order  wa,s  vacant,  the  remaining  three  tenants  being  rehoused  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  and  demolition  of  the  properties  commenced. 

The  Borough  of  Dorchester  (Salisbury  Street) 

Clearance  Order,  1961,  Four  of  the  five  properties  in  this  area 
were  vacant  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  rema.ining  tenant  was 
rehoused  by  the  Council,  but  demolition  of  the  houses  had  not  been 
comriTenced,  The  redevelopment  of  the  site  for  comraercia.l  expansion 
has  been  approved.

Seventy-one  samples  of  the  mains  vmter  supply  taken 
by  the  public  health  injectors  were  sa.tisfactor;}'-.  Seventeen 
samples  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory,  indicating  local 
contamination  at  the  houses  from  which  the  sajgples  were  taken. 
Supplies  at  these  premises  were  checked  and  re-sampled. 

11.  mADTAGE. 

Two  himdred  and  sixty-five  visits  were  made  to  inspect 
and  test  nev/  drains.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  visits  were 
made  to  inspect  and  test  old  drains. 

In  giving  consent  to  the  construction  of  new  sev/age 
disposal  works  in  1956,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loca.1  Government 
drew  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  need  to  undertake  a survey  of 
trade  effluent  discharges.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  works 
eind  under  the  amended  powers  given  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961, 
the  survey  was  commenced  under  the  direction  of  the  Council’s 
consultant  engineers.  A series  of  samples  was  taken  from  two 
slaughterhouses,  a brewery,  a dairy,  a hide  and  skin  depot,  and 
a meat  products  fa.ctory..  The  survey  should  be  completed  in  1963. 

12.  CLBAM  AIR  ACT.  1956. 

One  notice  was  received  of  proposaJLs  to  instal  a new 
fuma.ce  to  v/hich  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  applies.

The  Coxoncil's  rodent  control  service  was  continued 
on  the  lines  of  the  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.  No  chr.rge  is  ra.adc  for  the 
destruction  by  the  Coxmcil  of  rats  ojid  mice,  except  in  the  case 
of  business  premises. 

In  March  test  baiting  of  sewers  was  undertaken  at  fifty- 
five  manholes,  the  bo.it  being  consumed  by  rr.ts  at  eight  manholes. 
A maintenance  treoitment  was  also  coxried  out  at  twenty-one 
manholes  and  nineteen  manholes  were  found  to  be  infested.  In 
September  further  ma.intenance  treatment  was  undertaken  at  thirty- 
four  manholes,  the  ba,it  being  consumed  by  rats  at  twelve  manholes.
